Body Taken to Church 


The body of the late Rev. Fr. Pat- 


rick J. Finnigan was removed from 
tue Parochial residence at half past 
two o'clock on 'Monday afternoon to 
the church, there to lie in state until 
the last sad rites were performed. 


Crowds of people lined the street 


nearby and with lowered heads and 
tearful eyes watched the sad proces- 
sion as it passed along bearing to 
the sacred edifice their beloved pas- 
tor who has gone to his reward. 


The body was preceded by the al- 


tar boys and 'crucifix bearer, followed 
by Rev. Fathers Kane, Redden and 
Cavanaugh reading the Miserere and 
Benedictus.

HAWAIIAN {ISLAND GODS 


Thirty Footers Caught on the !'•• 


ciflc Gout—A Fourteen Footer 
Able to Swallow a Full Grown 
Mtm nnd Glad of Chance—-After 
Mutilated and Set Adrift. 
i 


"One of the most interesting deni- 


zens of the water," said the natural 
history collector, "Is the shark. It Is 
found In all seas and occupies a 
folk lore, religion and domestic econ- 
omy of all countries bordering on 
salt water. 


"The shark Is undoubtedly a dog 


with bad name, but it really does not 
deserve half the bad things said of 
It. 
While an unmltagated nuisance 


and expense In many ways, especially 
to fishermen, yet Is subserves a most 
necessary purpose, namely, that of 
scavenger of the seas. 


"Like the goat and the ostrich on 


land, the shark will swallow almost 
anything that comes Its way, be it a 
man, a horse, feathered fowls, bot- 
tles, tin cans, rope or pieces of wood. 
The species known as man eaters 
have been known to attack human 
beings ,but they rarely do so unless 
driven to it by extreme hunger, or If 
the person be floating on the surface 
or slowly swimming along. A vigor- 
ous movement on the part of a swim- 
mer is very apt to scare away any 
ehark. 


"A man eater was captured In 


Monterey Bay, 
California, 
a few 


years ago which measured thirty-two 
feet in length. 
Another caught near 


Soquel, California, was about thirty 
feet long, and had a.young sea lion 
weighing about 100 pounds In its 
etomach. 


"I helped to open up one in the 


Honolulu fish market a few years 


• ago, and found In its stomach the 


body of a man, complete from the 


_ waist down with the 
exception of 


•one leg, also some ducks, tin cans, 
etc. 
The body was identified later 


•B that of a man who had disappear- 
ed about ten days before while bath- 
Ing off Koko Head. 
The shark was 


twenty feet. long. 


"It is in the South Seas that the 


*h*rk attains its greatest pre-emi- 
nence. 
Here it was formerly wor- 


shipped as a god and even now 
If 


does not take much to drive many of 
the native converts back to shark 
worship, if they have ever really giv- 
en it up, as the Christian religion 
sits easily on many of them, 
^yin, Norway the shark fishery Is of 
considerable 
importance. 
Small 


sloops nrc employed. As soon as n 
shark is caught it is hauled up just 
clear of the water. With a few quick 
•slashes its liver is mi out nrrd thrown 
into a tub. 
Then its e.ies are put 


out, and it is cut adrift to go and 
complete the very slow, in its on so, 
process of dying where and how it 
pi oases. 


"In the Hawaiian Islands shark 


•worship was at one time almost uni- 
versal. 
This worship was not con- 


fined to an unseen Idealised form. 
but was often centered in some livinp 
specimen 
which frequented a cer- 


tain range along shore. 
Most of the 


natives believed In the transmigra- 
tion of souls and 
frequently 
rnst 


babies into the sea to be devoured In 
the sharks, believing that their souls 
would ever after animate those fishon 
and incline them to respect the bod- 
ies of the living members of the f.mi 
lly. Bach shark god had a special 
keeper, or kahu, responsible for it? 
care nnd worship. 


"The largest and most cclohrntfii 


of the shark gods of the islands was 
Kuhaimoana, a male, whose mouth 
was-aald to be as large as an ordi- 
nary grass house, and whoso bulk 


"was"so great that it could not navi- 


gate the channels between the islands 
and was forced to remain in the 
' open sea. 
Second in size and power 


•wns Kamohoaii, elder brother of the 
i terrible volcano goddess Pele. 


"The shark is put to many econo- 


mic IIPCS. The flesh is eaten in most 
countries. 
When fresh the meat is 


rather 
indigestible and 
unwhole 


come; when dried it has a peculiar 
but by no means disagreeable flavor, 
somewhat resembling old cheese. 


"The fins are converted into jelly 


and canned soup, or dried and ship- 
ped In the rough to China, fine ma- 
chinery and medicinal oil is made 
from the liver, and handsome leather 
from the skin, walking sticks from 
the backbone ond many articles from 
the jawbone and teeth. Nearly all of 
the sword grips worn by officers of 
the German army are made from 
shark leather. They are beautiful in 
pattern, being marked with dark dia- 
mond shaped figures. 


DESTROYING WEAPONS. 


Unwritten Law, Baaed on Supersti- 
tion, of Reigning Houses of, Europe. 


For obvious reasons It was natural 


hat the Spanish police should be 
anxious to secure the bomb which did 
not explode when thrown at the'royal 
ouple. 


There was a reason behind the de- 


sire to nip In the bud chance of fur- 
:hor damage. There Is an unwritten 
aw in the reigning houses of Europe, 
;ays the London Evening Standard, 
that all relics of attempts upon roy- 
al lives, as well as the instruments 
ised for treating the wounds caused 
n such attempts, shall be destroyed. 
There was a solemn assembly in 
Geneva of Austro-Hungarian officials 
o witness the destruction of the in- 
struments which caused the death of 
impress Elizabeth and of the surgi- 
cal Implements used in making the 
?ost-mortem examination. 


The custom Is bused to a certain 


extent upon superstition, but more 
solidly upon the determination 
to 


he relics from falling into the hands 
of exhibitors of such tragic trifles. 


The custom in this matter once 


was to grind to pieces the weapon 
which had been employed. When, 
however, 
the dagger was secured 


with which the priest Martin Merino 
attempted to murder Queen Isabella 
of Spain, rather more than half a 
entury ago, the blade was found to 
e of such finely tempered steel that 
t resisted every effort of file and 
stone. 


Something like a panic was caused 


whun the news got abroad; the Span- 
ish peasants imagined 
that 
there 


iiHt be magic in the blade. 
So a 


Cabinet was specially summoned to 
deal with the crisis, and it was de- 
termined to submit the steel to the 
Influence of acids. This proving suc- 
cessful, all implements used for the 
like foul purpose have undergone the 
like Jfeatment—knives, swords, dag- 
gers, 
revolvers 
and, 
presumably, 


bombs thrown at the young King and 
Queen of Spain should be hurled by 
a man secreted in the only house in 
Madrid owned by Queen Christina. 
This, at first sight, is surprising. Xa- 
poleon III., in the terror which Or- 
sini's attempt inspired, bid for ?afe- 
t.\ by biijing up the houses facing tho 
Tullories, so that bombs should not 
be flung thence by his enemies. 


It, is from places whose position 


should guarantee their safety that 
danger comes. Only a miracle pre- 
vented 
Alexander 11. from 
being 


blown to atoms in his own winter 
palace. 
The Grand Duke Serge was 


assassinated outside the law courts 
at St. Petersburg; General Bobrikoff 
was slain when entering the Senate; 
M. Plohvo was struck dead with hib 
pocret police all around him; tho 
King and Queen of Servla perished 
In their own palace. 


A blow aimed by the would-be 


murderers upon such an occasion as 
the wedding of royalty is aimed In 
spite of the most elaborate precau- 
tions of the police of Kuropo. 
Tho 


detective forces of all the capitals of 
Europe are represented at this mo- 
ment at Madrid. Probably all the 
anarchist societies in Europe, too, 
ore represented there. 


Plots are always on foot, though 


they may not oonio to an\ thing. Tho 
police get to hear of a movement; 
the conspirators are warned of the 
discovery and abandon their plans. 
The authoiities do not unnecessarily 
display their knowledge. 
There is 


danger In publicity, the anarchist is 
imitative, and will strho to share 
tho fame, as it is esteemed, of the 
man who, discovered in a felonious 
enterprise becomes for the moment a 
European figure.

coming the judge. "Kl Mabashaa," 
tests the suspected person by fire, by 
wafer, or by dream. 
In the first the 


jtidee places an Iron pan in the tiro 
until it Is red hot and gives it to tho 
accused to touch three times with his 
tongue. 
If marks of burning jiro 


shown on the tongue the accused !s 
pronounced guilty. 
The theory, ap- 


parently, is that if he is not guilt\ 
the moisture on the tongues prevents 
it from bring burnt: If guilty his 
tongue would dry up from fear of 
being discovered.

Is described as follows: "The 'Ma- 
bashna' sits with the accused nnd the 
spectators in a circle vrith, », coppor 
jug full of water placed In tho cen- 
ter.

moans of witchcraft or hypnotism. 
If the jug returns back to tho judga 
the accuser! Is pronounced not guilty 
but if the jug stops opposite the nc- 
cuserl he is pronounced guilty."

INNOVATION ON PIJIST ONES. 


Some Appropriately Called "Crcn* 


tlons"—Elaborate Suggestions In 
Silks and Laces—Finest Only One 
of Many Dozen. 


There was a time, not so long ago, 


either, when ready-made garments 
were a snare and a delutslon. Now- 
adays it's different. Not only is it 
merely a question of price, and not a 
very large price, necessarily, to get 
a 
well-fitting, 
stylish 
tailor-made 


suit, but the daintiest and most elab- 
orate frocks beautifully finished and 
thoroughly satisfactory In material 
and style may also be had In the 
greatest variety. 


Many of the large manufacturers 


make a specialty of elaborate waists 
and gowns, using only silks and thin 
material, and turning out no strictly 
tallormade suits at all. 


When a design has been deter- 


mined on the finished sketch is given 
to the forewoman, who proceeds to 
"build" a model of the garment on a 
dress form, usually 38 in size. She 
uses only the coarsest kind of mus- 
lin, putting in tucks and pleats and 
shlrlng according to the design, and 
if insertion or other trimming Is to 
be used she indicates it by means of 
colored muslin cut in strips or cir- 
cles and pinned on. 


When the model is complete and 


the necessary markings are made. It 
Is taken off the form and the first 
pattern cut. From this pattern, of 
course, the cutters can easily draught 
and cut the patterns necessary for 
larger and smaller sizes. Tho gar- 
ments are cut out in a decidedly 
wholesale fashion.

, But the fact remains that *on nine- 
tenths of the rich 
discoveries 
that 


have been made in the Manhattan dis- 
trict, the "Stray Dog" has appeared at 
some time during the day previous 
and taken up his abode with the for- 
tunate miners. 
Nothing can prevail 


upon him to remain with any one 
miner or group of miners for more 
than three days, and when once he 
has left the camp where he has been 
an ephemeral sojourner, 
he never 


again greets his host in a friendly 
spirit. 


So strong has the belief 
in 
the 


great luck that follows a visit of his 
to any district become implanted in 
the minds of the miners that they will 
go to any length to obtain this small 
dog's favor. 


"Bob" was with Davis when the 


great discovery on the April Fool was 
made. 
He was with Harry Dudson 


when that eratic miner struck rich 
ore on the "Stray Dog" claim. 
When 


the first shaft on the Annie Laurie 
pierced what seemed to be a barren 
rock and found specimen ore that re- 
sembled the show cases of a jewelry 
store, the Stray Dog had already been 
a visitor for a day. When the great 
streak of white quartz on the Broncho 
was first brought to light, with its 
beautiful seams of yellow metal, the 
Stray Dog was barking with delight In 
and out among the excited miners. He 
was on the Nellie Gray claim, of the 
Gold Wedge property, when the con- 
tinuation of the famous Brlggs lease 
was found, completely hidden, as it 
was, by masses of country rock.

The miners 
have taken his appearances so much to 
heart that they have become firm be- 
lievers in him as a sure, forerunner of 
good luck. 


When any man strikes it rich,

dog has invariably 
been upon

One man, who had lost a for- 


tune in eastern investments and was 
roughing it in the 
foothills around 


Manhattan, 
thinking 
to recuperate, 


spent a week in feeding "Bob" dainties 
ind endeavoring to coax the dog to go 
out prospecting with him. But there 
was nothing doing. 


"Bob," the stray dog, is close to me- 


dium size, his ears are sharp pointed 
and continually moving. He is a mix- 
ture of collie and cur. The story is 
told of him that he belonged to an In- 
dian who was laid apart from his tribe 
o die. Bob stayed with his master un- 
til his fate finally overcame him, both 
man and dog silent, both seeming to 
understand the necessary end. When 
he Indian was finally found by a par- 
ty of white and buried out of sight the 
stray dog took up his eccentric life

CONDIMENTS IN DEMAND. 


Prom Ten to Twenty Poundi of Meat 


Alleged to be Consumed by a' 
Single Indian at a Feast—Uncle 
Sam to Introduce Cook'a Civiliz- 
ing Influence. 


The great tribe of Sioux Indiant 


is disappearing. 
The members, it is 


declared are literally eating them- 
telvo? to (loath on account of the plen- 
ty about them. 


With the new railroad being 
built 


through the White River Valley the 
Indians will be 'enabled to secure sup- 
plies with greater ease. 
They are 


likely to become greater feeders than 
they are now, and thus to hasten the 
time of their disappearance from the 
reservations in South Dakota. 


If corroborative evidence was not 


easily obtained, it would scarcely be 
accejitedjas true that in the course of 
a night of feasting, dancing and story 
telling the average Indian will con- 
sume from ten to fifteen pounds of 
meat, and if lie has an abundance cu 
lood and can make his own selection 
of the parts to be eaten, he will swal- 


! low without inconvenience not 
loss 


i than twenty pounds of meat in a sm- 


i gle night. 


Carloads of canned meats are con- 


sumed by the overfed Sioux Indians, 
and ir-onie canneU foods have become 
almost as sacred a dish with the led 
men as the fat dog stew of old, for 
which 
the 
Sioux tribe is famous. 


Among the variotifs of canned goods 
eaten to excoss. the oyster holds nrst 
place. 
A hungry Indian will iMt half 


a iloxon cans and drink the liquor. 


Besides the harm done 
by 
eating 


•excessive amounts of food, the fact 
that it is not properly prepared makes 
it the more Injurious. 
'1 hero IR no va- 


riety or style about Sioux Indian cook- 
ery, no French mot hods, no necessity 
for titaltatiiiK appetitis alre.uly o\er- 
k<?en. 


A pot full of moat and water Is put 


on the fire by die squaw and allow- 
ed to heat, but there Is no definite 
time for tiio meal to cook and no 
point in the cooking process when 
it is done 
The dinner is ready when- 


ever her lord comes in and grunts 
about being hungry. 


If the Indian is especially hungry 


he may begin on the contents of the 
kettle by the time the meat is fairly 
warm. Thrre is never any f a u l t f i n d i n g 
i'boiit the way in which the food 13 
prepared, and whether it is half raw 
or done to rags, no objection is m;ide 
by the head of the family.

Wiser in the selection of their as- 


jslstants than in some otn«r

[connected with their business, Ixmdon 
jewelers are seldom 
troubled 
with 


thefts—though an. occasional robbery 
'may occur, owing In great measure to 
the Inadequate police measures which 
have for so long disgraced London. 
Fortunately for proprietors of jewelry 
establishments, they are not wholly 
dependent on the police, consequently 
they are in a position to 
safeguard 


themselves against thefts by their cus- 
tomers and assistants. 


When a vacancy occurs on a Jewel- 


er's staff, he either advertises for an 
assistant or selects one from among 
fcis acquaintances. 
But before 
the 


new hand is engaged his antecedents 
undergo a searching examination ,ana 
numerous confidential inquiries are set 
on 
foot 
concerning 
his character. 


Should be be known to have frequent- 
ed race courses or* to have played any 
game of chance, he will not be employ- 
ed, for the proprietor ox' the business 
aigties that gambling may lead to 
theft. 
In fact, the man whose mode 


of life suggests that he lives beyond 
his means has no hope of employment 
in a leading 
establishment. 
Tnougn 


his record for honesty is without blem- 
ish, scarcely a single jeweler will risk 
employing him. 
It is, indeed, aston- 


ishing to what extent these inqui- 
ries are carried. Some; managers—es- 
pecially those who have been "let in' 
—almost have the would-be assistant 
shadowed before tney 
engage 
him. 


And even after the contract is signed, 
the man is carefuhy watched. 


The proprietor's chief check on nis 


employees is constant stock taking. 
The assistant in charge of a certain 
showcase is required without warning 
to show that his stock tallies with 
the manager's stock book. This is done 
to prevent any member of the start 
who is financially embarrassed pawn- 
Ing an article of jewelry in tlie hope 
of redeeming it before the 
regular 


stock taking day. The system cer- 
tainly has it advantages, though it id 
resented in certain cases. 


It is seldom that the proprietor ol", 


a jewelry store robs himself—to de- 
fraud the assurance company—but a 
London jeweler lately enlisted public 
sympathy by causing himself to lie 
bot'm', gagged and tied to a heavy 
table in his office. 
His modus oper- 


and! was as follows: 
His first step 


•was to select a public holiday, knrw- 
ing that no customers would 
corns 


end that a visitor 
would 
naturally 


turn away from a closed shop, 
lie 


then arranged with his partner to se- 
cure him to the table and to .so ar- 
range the gag that he need not be

ing of two denominations, in 
ISotf, 


nine years after the first United Statei 
stamps were brought out. Several dif- 
ferent issues were produced between 
that date and 1890 and these stamp* 
have always been favorites with col- 
lectors because of the non-speculative 
character of the issues; none of them 
were designed for the purpose of en- 
riching the national treasury at the 
expense of stamp collectors; a device 
worked to the limit by certain small- 
fry countries on the western hemis- 
phere. 


When the Czar assumed forcible con- 


trol of Finland the Finnish stamps 
were destroyed and Russian stamps, 
with the denomination 
in Finnish, 


were substituted. 
The l^inns were so 


bitter over this action that secretly 
a "mourning stamp" was designed a:>U 
printed. 


So far as known, the- only govern- 


mentally issued mourning stamp was 
that produced by Spain just at the 
close of the late 
Spanish-American 


war. 
While this stamp was in lact 


a mourning label, and intended to af- 
ford the people an opportunity to give 
outward expression 
to their broken 


rpirit, the primary object of the gov- 
ernment was to increase the "cash 
on hand" in the treasury; to rake in 
a few pesetas. This label was in the 
nature of a revenue stamp, inasmucn 
as ihe order of (he postoflice clepait- 
rnent ic'iulred that the stamp, wnich 
was of about the value of one cent, 
should be affixed in addition to the 
regular postage. 


But the postal experts made a very 


bad guess ct it. The people, however, 
patriotic they maj be or how much 
they desired to exhibit their grief, 
did not care to put cash into such an 
enterprise, and instead of increasing 
the mails fell off and continued to de- 
cline in volume, until the 
postoflice 


authorities, in alarm voided the order. 
And thus the only mourning stamp 
ever issued was catalogued as a fail- 
ure. 


The United States came within an 


ace of issuing a mourning stamp im- 
mediately following the death of tne 
late President JMcKmley. 
Only me- 


chanical difUcultirs stood in the way 
and prevented the production of tne 


From all quarters came sug- 


gestion of the mourning stamp, and 
the matter was discussed in the press 
and in cabinet meetings. 
Postmaster 


General Payne was \ery much in ta- 
vor of the scheme, as was Third As- 
sistant Postmaster General 
Madden, 


•who lias charge of the 
division of 


scamp-issue. 
It was first proposed to 


print a heavy black border around the 
current two-stamp, but this was de- 
cided to be unsatisfactory. 
Then a 


stamp bearing the likeness ot Mr. Me- 
Kinlcy was pioposed to be printed, ot 
cours?, in black, it was found, how- 
ever that to design and engrave a new 
die would require three month's time 
and by that time the keenness of na- 
tional sorrow would, naturally, 
worn off, it was not

Of the seven species of quail only 


the Bob White (Colinus virgin- 


•ianus), is indigenious to the eastern 
.United States, where it ranges from 
.southern New England to Florida and 
Texas. 
The sub-species, the Florida 


Bob White and the Texas Bob White, 
are recognized by scientists. 


Owing to the climatic influences, tne 


birds of Florida and of Texas ditfer 
enough to be distinguished as geo- 
graphic races. But wherever it occurs, 
the Bob White has the same call and 
varies little in habits. 


The Bob White proper is a hand- 


some bird, but is the plainest of tue 
seven species, with the exception of 
the cotton top or scaled quail of the 
deserts of southern Texas and Ari- 
zona. 
The latter is slatey bluish on 


the upper parts, wnich are ornament- 
ed with white markings, and has a 
whitish crest. 


"The 
most bizarre and curious ot 


all," said Prof. Judd of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, "is the Merns 
qua.il of the high broken plains and 
mountain slopes of southern 
Texas, 


southern New Mexico and Arizona." 


It looks not unlike a little guinea 


hen. 
It is the gentlest and most un- 


suspicious of the quail family and is 
frequently killed with a stick or a 
stone by persons who encounter it in 
their walks. The people in the region 
which it inhabits have given it the 
name of fool quail on account of this 
trait. 


'Ihe Bob White is the most widely 


distributed and popular game bird in 
the United States. While it is rapidly 
being exterminated, its 
preservation 


coniJ be secured very -easily, for un- 
like most wild fowls or animals, 
it 


does not vanish with the growth ot 
agi iculture, but increases when 
not 


mo'.ested by hunters.

1 Tho use of thermit by $&rglar« to 
i 


crack safes ha^ attracted • inuch at- 
tent.ori of late among scientists, en- 
gineers aud machinists. Mr. Henry 
D. Hibbard has made a careful study 
pf the subject and has come to tb« 
conclusion that bankers are in no 
treatef"danger than before thermit 
^as discovered.' 


"The fusion of metal by eteefrlclty," 


says Mr. Hibbard, "baa been known 
nearly a century; strong electric cur- 
rents have been commbn'for the last 
quarter of a ncetury, and the idea that 
this agent might be used for safe bur- 
glary was brought forward promi- 
nently some nine years ago by parties 
who sought thereby to sell their ap- 
paratus for defeating burglary through, 
its use, and yet no safe has ever been, 
lobbed by this means. One or two 
attempts reported some eight ye.ara 
ago were wholly futile. 


"The use of thermit for safe rob- 


bing has a similar status, though ac- 
tual burglarious attempts have not 
been made, so far as is known. Tne 
idea of so using it came up at once 
upon its discovery three years ago. 
The amount of thermit required to 
melt a hole through the wall of or top 
cf a safe of the usual thickness ot 
three inches is so great as to put it 
quite outside of feasibility from tne 
burglar's standpoint. In melting the 
bole the contents of the safe would be 
set on fire and the profit to the bur- 
glar made very doubtful, as he must 
bave good moiiey which is not charred 
or smoked with which to pay his 
bills, as such money would very like- 
ly lead to his arrest if he tried to pass 
it. 
• "Nitroglycerine, 
extracted 
easily 


Irom dynamite, is in burglars' hands 
the great thing to be feared and guard- 
ed against. It is many times mor* im- 
portant than all other burglar wea- 
pons put together. 


"Various makers of safes of whlett 


weakness 
has

through burglary would like the idea, 
to prevail that all safes are vulnerable 
and insecure and therefore all in one 
'class as far as that goes and for that 
reason the cheapest (theirs) is the one 
to buy. 
Such an assumption is whol- 


ly unwarranted. 


"There is one way, however, 
la 


which thermit may be used to advan- 
tage in safe breaking. 
With a small

One of these showed the greatest 
depth of sleep .in the second and 
fifth hours, while* the others showed 
the greatest depth' between the first 
and second hours. 


Cuban Funerals. 


A funeral in Cuba, is an interest- 


ing spectacle. The hearse, which Is 
as large and gaily decorated as a cir- 
cus van, leads the procession. Behind 
it comes the carriages with no one In 
them. Then follows the mourners on, 
foot. 
These mourners are always 


men, as women are never allowed to 
attend burials. 


The body is interred in a grave 


usually occupied by two or three or 
even four other bodies and then the 
cabs carry the mourners back to 
their homes. 


Oftentimes tho 
coffin is^ rented 


simply to carry the corpse to the 
grave, where protected only by a 
shroud, the remains are buried. The 
graves are gorgeously decorated with, 
flowers made of porcelain. This or- 
namentation is overdone and gives the 
entire cemetery a tawdry appearance- 


Graves are leased and as soon as 


the surviving relatives fall to pay 
the exorbitant rents the bones are 
dug up and unceremoniously thrown, 
in one corner of the graveyard, where 
they may be seen piled high. 


Effects of Heat on Milk. 


Dr. Jensen, chief of the Swiss bu- 


reau of superintendence over 
the 


milk industry, says that it is a com- 
mon error to suppose that milk sub- 
mitted for a considerable time to the 
temperature of 120 degrees Fahren- 
heit is better for nourishment thau 
that boiled for a short time. When 
the heating is prolonged the altera- 
tion in the valuable properties of the 
milk begins as^ low as 100 degrees, 
but with quick heating ft does not 
begin below 110 degrees. Tuberculo- 
sis bacili are destroyed by heating ta 
105 degrees for five minutes, and 
such heating does not alter the prop- 
erties of tho milk. 
Dr. Jensen ad- 


vises that the pasteurization of milk 
to be done in the home, and but 
shortly before the milk Is uspd, care 
being taken not to go above the tem- 
perature necessary to kill the patho- 
genic germs.—Exchange.

ENFORCEMENT OF LIQUOR AND INTI-GUB- 


IING LAWS DEMANDED 


At a meeting held at Concord on 


Monday, tho Lincoln Republican Club 
adopted a platform and its candidate

Laws (1) for prohibiting 
the 


giving of free railroad transportation 
under any device of passes, mileage 
books or special contracts, to 
dele- 


gates to political conventions, govern- 
mental officials, or a»y other persons 
not propery entitled thereto; (2) for 
the election of railroad commission- 
ers by the people, and (3) for tin} as- 
certainment of the true value of the 
property of the railroads and of the 
other public' service companies with- 
in the state which 
shall 
furnish 
a 


just basis for taxation. 


II. 
A 'corrupt practices act for se- 


curing honest elections which 
shall 


prohibit, political 
contributions 
by 


corporations and require publicity of 
campaign receipts and 
expenditures 


by committees, candidates and indi- 
viduals. 


III. 
A law suppressing the 
evils 


of lobbying by requiring 
the 
public 


registration of attorneys and 'agents 
and tile publication of their fees, and 
of Till other expenditures made to se- 
cure or defeat legislation. 


IV. 
A primary election law which 


shall penult the members of al! polit- 
ical parties to nominate 
candidates 


for office by direct vote. 


V. 
A lar>v creating a 
commission 


to revise the tax IHV.S ot

and to 
report 
to

Legislature 


what amendments of these laws are 
now ncc-essary and proper to equal- 
ize the burdens of taxation. 


VI. 
A stringent 
enforcement

the conditions attached to liquor li- 
censes in towns and cities where li- 
censes exist and a like rigid enforce- 
ment of tho provisions oi 
the pro- 


hibitory laiw in all towns and cities 
adopting the prohibitory system.
